PLANT  QUARANTINE  DECISION  No.  11 


The  Federal  Horticultural  Board  recommends  that  Amend- 
ment No.  4,  issued  .Tune  8,  1915,  effective  August  1,  1916,  to 
the  Rules  and  Regulations  Governing  the  Importation  of  Cotton 
into  the  United  State;,  as  revised  January  25,  1916,  effective 
February  1,  1916,  in  so  far  as  it  requires  that  cotton  which  has 
been  so  manufactured  or  processed  as  to  have  eliminated  all 
seed  and  to  have  been  thoroughly  cleaned,  must  be  "covered  with 
wrappings  which  have  not  previously  been  used  to  cover  cotton” 
to  entitle  it  to  entry  without  disinfection  upon  compliance  with 
certain  other  provisions  therein  named,  be  revoked,  and  that  a 
regulation  requiring  the  use  of  such  wrappings  on  and  after 
January  1,  1917,  be  duly  made  and  promulgated.
